Within the past year the East St. 
Louis City Council has compromised 
with Frank Holten, a former Treasurer, 
a discrepancy in his accounts of $10,- 
662.82, for $4000. A discrepancy of $1840 
in the accounts of’ John Niemes, who 
preceded’ Holten as Treasurer, ‘is-carried 
on the books of the city as cash, and no 
attempt has been made to collect ‘it 
from Niemes or his bondsmen. 
These discrepancies were discovered 
nearly two years ago by R. W. Bois- 
selier, an expert accountant, who was 
employed by the Lambert adm'nistra- 
tion to audit the books of the city. 
’ Boisselier made a partial report of his 
work Sept.'5, 1911. He also made a com- 
plete report’ several months later. This 
réport is not in the files of the city, 
and there is no record that it ever was! 
transmitted to the City Council. 

Books Unposted 18 Months. 
In his partial report, Boisselier stated 
that Treasurer Holten’s books had not 
been posted for 18 months before he be- 


1912, and that he posted them in pencil, 
He stated there was a discrepancy in 
Holten’s accounts and that the sum of 
$10,662.82 was chargeable to Holten. lie 
added, however, that Holten contended 
that he had not taken credit on the 
books for all the money to whica he 
was entitled to credit. The report/ con- 
tinued: a 

“In following up the special street 
assessment bond issues my work led me 
to the period when Mr. Niemes was 
Treasurer, and I discovered] discrepan- 
cles amounting to $1840, and as all these 
discrepancies affected the special «treet 
assessments, I credited the. respective 
streets and debted Mr. Niemes.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska, June 21.—The 


ascent of the highest peak of Mt. Mc- 
Kinley -was accomplished for the first 
time June 7, when the party led by 
Archdeacon Hudson Stuck, Episcopal 


Robert G. Tatum, Harry P. Karstens 
and Walter Harper reached the top of 
the south peak of the mountain, the 
 Lighest on the continent. 

News of the success of the expedition 
Was received in a message sent by Dr. 
Stuck, who is resting at the base camp. 
He expects to return to Fairbanks in 
August and will go to New York in 
October as delegate for Alaska to the 
@eneral conference of the Episcopal 
church, 

Dr. Stuck and his assistants erected 
a six-foot cross on the summit of the 
great mountain. Observations made 
with the mercurial barometer indicate 
the height of the mountain is 20,500 feet. 

The expedition, which left Fairbanks 
March 13, expected to reach the summit 


early in May, but was delayed three 
weeks cutting a passage three miles 
long through ice thrown across the 
‘ridge by an earthquake last summer. 
The party found much evidence of seis 
mic disturbance on the upper ridges. 
Message Describes Trip. 

The message sent by Dr. Stuck said: 

“Expedition successful. Accomplished 
complete ascent of Mount McKinley, 
June 7. Hs P. Karstens, R. G. Tatum, 
Walter Harper and I reached top of the 
south peak on a clear day, when it was 
possible to read all the angles of the 
mountain and other prominent points, 
and make certain that the peak we had 
conquered was the highest of all. 

“We successfully carried a mercurial 
barometer to the top and made com- 
plete reading and observations, which, 
with simultaneo’s readings at Gibben, 
should permit a close approximation of 
the true altitude when proper corrections 
are applied. Water boiled at 174.9 de- 
grees. The present cstimate of the sum- 
mit’s height is upwards of 20,500 feet. 


= “We were able to read angles on all 


> prominent points. With field glasses 
wre clearly saw the flagpole erected in 


Ea 0. by the Thomas Lioyd expedition 


on the north peak (the ‘--ver of the 
two main peaks). 

“After completing observations on the 
summit we hoisted the American flag 
on the upper basin, erected a six-foot 
cross and said “Te Deum’ on the highest 
point uf North America. 

Earthquakes Increase Danger. 

“The northeast ridge is the only pos- 
‘sible approach to the summit. Due w 
the violent earthquakes of last July 
the higher ridges were terribly shat- 
tered and this added largely to the 
danger, difficulty and labor of the as- 
cent. 

“We spent three weeks in continuous 
bad weather, hewing a passage three 
miles long through the ice. This was 
the chief cause of delay as we made 
vapid progress at other stages of the 
journey. 

“The chief credit for our success is 
due to Karsten’s good judgment, re- 
fourcefulness and caution. We did not 

have a single mishap.”

fall, obtained a judgment of $22,500 
against the theatrical firm of Klaw & 
Erlanger for breach of contract, filed 
in the County) Clerk’s office yester- 
day papers in a motion that is unpre- 
cedented. 

In affidavits sworn to before William 
Travers Jerome, cvuunsel for the theat 
riéal managers, and made part of the 
papers, Miss St. Clair declares that 
at both trials she perjured herself at 
the suggestion of Max D. Steuer, and 
‘asks that in view of the fact she won 
the suit “because of her testimony the 
verdict be set aside and a new hearing 
of the case be granted. 

It was learned that on May 2, after 
making the affidavits, Miss@St. Clair 
appeared before the grand jury of New 
York County and gave testimony sup- 
porting the statements contained in 
the papers filed. On the same day she 
appeared before the Grievance Com- 
mittee of the Bar Association and re- 
peated her allegations. 

Teld of Life Salary Promise. 
Miss St. Clair, who for years had 
been in the employ of Kinw & Er- 
langer, alleged in her complaint that 
Abraham L. Erlanger had been a close 
personal friend, that he had promised 
her a life salary of $75 a week, that 
he had later repudiated this agreement 
and had given to her a written contract 
agreeing to pay her $2500 yearly for 10 
years. 
By her action Miss St: Clair not only 
brands herself as a perjurer, but also 
forfeit the $22,500 awarded to her, to- 
gether with interest on the second in- 
stallment. By appearing before the 
grand jury she obtained immunity, and 
this was undoubtedly the object of At- 
torney Jerome in taking the case to 
District Attorney Whitman, as it was 
a foregone conclusion no _ indictment 
would be handed down by the unsup- 
ported word of a woman who admitted 
to swearing falsely on the witness 
stand. 
Miss St. Clair swears she told Jerome 
she did not intend at first to sue Klaw 
& Erlanger, as there never had been 
any agreement to give her life employ- 
ment. She simply wanted to patch up 
her troubles with the firm. 

$25,000 Agreement Signed. 
She visited Steuer and asked him to 
attend to the negotiations. Later he in- 
formed her that Klaw & Erlanger had 
agreed to pay to her $25,000 in 10 yearly 
installments. She thought this a “very 
generous and liberal agreement,” as- 
sented to it, and the contract was 
written out. Up to this time she had 
not even mentioned to the lawyer the 
possibility of bringing a suit. Nor had 
she stated to him that she had an oral 
plife contract. 
Edmund Louis Mooney, trial counsel 
for Steuer in the action which was 
started after payments were refused, 
is nowhere mentioned in the affidavits. 
He had nothing to do with the prepara- 
tion of the case and said today that he 
knew nothing of the curious turn af- 
fairs had taken. 
Attorneys who saw the affidavits 
agreed that the charges against Steuer 
are exceedingly serious, but pointed out 
that they could hardly have weight with 
the Bar Association because they are 
unsupported and made by an admitted 
perjurer. Furthermore, the conversations 
alleged to have taken place were not 
heard by a third person. 

Steuer Dentes Charges. 

Max D. Steuer gave a long statement, 
in which he says:

Clair had stated her case against Klaw

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200 NEW LAWS ARE 
CFFEGIIVE SUNDAY, 
3 ARE SUSPENDED 


Full Train Crew, Home Rule and 
County Unit Acts Must Await. 
Popular Vote. 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 21.—At mid- 
night Sunday nearly 200 laws passed by 
the last Legislature will become effec- 
tive in Missouri. Of all the laws, proba- 


bly the one of greatest interest in St. 
Louis is the Orr anti-trust bill regulat- 
ing fire insurance companies. It is this 
bill that caused more than 150 insur- 
ance companies to suspend writing busi- 
ness throughout the State. 

It is expected that lawyerg represent- 
ing St. Louis business interests will next 
week attack the Orr law in the Supreme 
Court in an effort to have it declared 
unconstitutional. No attack on the con- 
stitutionality of the law could be made 
until it became effective. 

The law abolishing free lunch in sa- 
loons probably will be modified by the 
Police Commissioners of the various 
cities, or lunch will be sold at merely 
nominal prices. 

The woman’s nine-hour law has caused 
considerable discussion. Prominent 
among other laws going into effect Sun- 
day night are the “blue sky’”’ law to 
protect investors, modeled upon the 
Kansas law, and a “white slave’ law, 
applying the principles of the Mann act 
in Missouri. 

The full train crew law, the St. Louis 
home rule law and the county unit (lo- 
cal option) laws have been suspended by 
referendum petitions and unless these 
petitions are shown to be defective, these 
laws will not be operative until indorsed 
at the polls. They will be submitted at 
the regular election in November, 1914.

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GRADE CROSSINGS 
MENACE CITIZENS, 
SAY LEGISLATORS 


House of Delegates pnsures 
City Counselor for Delay in 
Advice on Matter. 


POWER OF ABOLISHING 


Resolution Demands Action by 
City or State Public Utilities 
Commission. 


City Counselor Baird was censured 
by the House of Delegates Friday night 
because of his failure to answer a reso- 
lution adopted by the Assembly six 
weeks ago asking advice as to the 


power of the city to abolish grade cross- 
ings. A section of the State public 
utilities act provides that the State 
shall have exclusive authority over 
grade crossings, a legislative function 
heretofore exercised by the Municipal 
Assembly. 

The House resolution recites that 
since the City Counselor’s opinion on 
this important question was asked 
“there have’ been collisions between 
street Cars and steam railroads at dan- 
gerous grade crossings and there is 
grave danger to the lives of citizens. 
every day that the grade crossings are 
allowed to exist.’’ 

Lives Must Be Safegu~ /jed. 

Counselor Baird is requestea to advise 
the Assembly ‘‘at his earliest possible 
convenience to the end that no un- 
necessary time may be lost in safe- 
guarding the lives of the public and 
their property.’’ 

The Municipal Assembly just prior to 
the enactment of the State public utili- 
ties law, enacted ordinances for the 
elimination of grade crossings at ‘Tower 
wrove avenue and the Missouri Pacinc 
and Frisco tracks, Union avenue and 
Terminal tracks and Delmar avenue and 
Wabash tracks. All of these ordinances, 
with the exception of that applying to 
the Wabash have been accepted by the 
railroads. The Wabash grade crossing 
ordinance will be amended so as to meet 
the objections of the railroad company 
as to minor details. 

No Investigation So Far. 

The State Public Service Commission 
has so far failed to make any investi- 
gation of the grade crossing question 
in St. Louis. 

Speaker Gazzolo of the House, who 
introduced the resolution calling on the 
City Counselor for an opinion, says that 
if the city is without jurisdiction to con- 
tinue legislation for the elimination of 
grade crossings the Assembly will urge 
the State commission to act. 

“IT can’t understand what has caused 
the delay in Mr. Baird’s office,’”’ said 
Gazzolo to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“As a layman it strikes me it is a very 
simple matter to ascertain whether the 
city has or has not the authority to 
proceed against the deadly grade cross- 
ings. If the State possesses this au- 
thority exclusively the Assembly ought 
to know it at once. The City Coun- 
selor should not forget the old adage 
that ‘procrastination is the thief of 
time.’ °’

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NAVY LIEUTENANT 
TELLS OF ESCAPE 
IN 1600-FOOT FALL 


Towers, Holding’ to Wreck of 
Machine, Watched Comrade 
Plunge to His Death. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., June 21.—The navy

“Just before the accident,’’ he said, 
“IT looked at the altitude dial and it 
showed that we were running at a 
height of about 1625 feet. Just then a 
gust of wind seemed. to come up from 
below. It struck the aeroplane under- 
neath the rear planes and the machine 
lurched violently and took an ‘uncertain 
dive forward. ‘ 

“This threw Billingsly across the 
steering gear and the lateral rudder 
planes went out of business. With an- 
other forward lunge the biplane drop- 
ped down at express train speed. It all 
happened in a minute. Billingsly went 
out of his seat and clear ef the planes. 

“When the ship started to fall, I had 
one hand around the upright between 
the planes and I locked it there. I knew 
that was my only hope.,I was torn loose 
from the seat, but held onto the upright. 
lL swung clear of the planes and the 
gearing. The strain on my arm and 
fingers ‘was awful, but I clenched my 
teeth and held on. I tried to kick the 
steering gear back into working order, 
but I could not make it go. I looked 
down and saw Billingsly turning over in 
the air. ° 

“When the aeroplane had dropped 
about 900 feet the front planes went 
down and under until the ship had 
turned a complete somersault. When it 
was half way over it steadied for a min- 
ute and the force of the fall was broken 
a little, but It gathered momentum again 
and when it hit the, water there was a 
tarrific crash. But'I kept clear of the 
engine and planes ahd managed to come 
to the surface safely.’ 

At the hospital Lieut. Towers was list- 
ed as “sligntly injuredinternally,”’ but 
the surgeons were in doubt as to the ex- 
atc extent of his injuries. He suffered 
terribly from shock.

A SUPERMAN’S WHIMPERINGS. 

N “The Son of a Servant,” August 
Strindberg, the Swedish novelist, be- 
gins by saying that “in the third 
story of a large house near the Clara 
Church in Stockholm, the son of a ship- 
ping agent and the servant maid awoke 
to consciousness,’’ with first impressions 
of fear and hunger. ‘‘The Son of a Ser- 
vant’ translated by Claud Field follows 
the recent publication of the English 
translation of ‘‘The Inferne,”” by the 
fame author. Both books, described as 
autobiographical fiction, are said to 
be intimate revelations of Strindberg’s 
own experiences. In “The Son of a 
Servant” he describes his childhood in 
a family where the birth ofsseveral chil- 
dren preceded the marriage of the 
parents, he himself being born shortly 
after it. In showing the difficulties he 
overcame during his own ascent to the 
estate of a “Superman,” Strindberg ex- 
roses the weakness of his parents ruth- 
lessly. Nevertheless, even as he de- 
scribes them, his parents are greatly 
his superiors, and he is obviously in- 
debted to them for advantages and op- 
portunities, which if rightly used might 
have made him eminently useful. The 
father, a man of aristocratic connec- 
tions living in poverty and. associated 
with a servant girl, braved boycotting 


‘by his family in trying to be just to 


her. Repudiated by relatives after mar- 
rying her, he treated her with a respect- 
ful tenderness, which on the whole she 
seems to have deserved. Had her son 


imitated this, he might not have become. 


an “‘intellectual’’ and he might not have 
struggled to be a ‘“‘superman,’’ but he 
might have become an honest man and 
perhaps a gentleman. When in ‘The 
Son of a Servant’’ he draws what is in- 
tended to be a revolting picture of his 
childhood, it is made revolting chiefly 
because of the morbid vanity through 
which his own intellectual pimples and 
boils, his own moral rashes and warts 
seem more important to him than the 
highest and healthiest virtues in anyone 
else. Perhaps there is nothing unusual 
about this, and perhaps Strindberg is 
(unfortunately) not an uncommon type, 
except in the extent to which he ex- 
auggerates his own importance. He closes 
his story of as ‘“‘The Son of a Servant’”’ 
with his entrance at the university, 
where he*seems to have been fitted com- 
pletely for the “Inferno’’ he entered by 
combining literature, absinthe and the 
morals of the Latin quarter in Paris. “In 
the Son of a Servant,’’ he has the merit 
of avoiding obscenity, and the book 
makes no appeal to those who are in 
search of the indecent. It may be im- 
portant to specialists, in moral warts 
and intellectual carbuncles. Others will 
do well to avoid it, unless they are in- 
tending to become Supermen. As for 
Strindberg, many men have become 
great and good from worse parents and 
in spite of far greater disadvantages 
than he whimpers over. If there is any- 
thing great or anything good enough to 
justify the translation of his books into 
English, it does not appear in this one, 
or in ‘“‘The Inferno.’’ Those who have 
either book in the house, may do well to 
tuke it in the tongs and throw it into 
the nearest sewer opening. (Putnam.) 


AN IN-AND-OUTER BOOK. 


+g N the parlance of the sport pages, 
| there are athletes who are in-and- 

outers, whose achievements at some 
times are brilliant and at other times 
are mediocre. A book that might be 
called an in-and-outer is “The Woman 
of the Twilight,’’ by Marah Ellis Ryan. 
It glows with fine patches of color, vi- 
brates with tense and true emotion, is 
vivid with dramatic moments. But it ‘'s 
marred by long stretches of insipid dia- 
logue. It compels the reader to keep 
company too long with certain weari- 
some persons. Yet, on the whole, it is 
more “in” than “out,” and its excel- 
lencies more than atone for’ its blem- 
ishes. 


A lively episode in Southern California 
is its beginning. McLane Sargent, an 
author, and Gilman, a reporter, happen 
upon a great plantation at the time its 
owner, Lee Bronson, political and busi- 
ness mogul of the district, is dying froin 
a fall. They get but a fleeting gilmpse 
of his niece, Monica, a hoydenish girl, 
known“by the peasants as La Querida, 
as she flashes by them on horseback to 
her uncle’s bedside. Standing in the 
twilight of a church, Sargent, himself 
unobserved, gets but a glimpse also of 
Dona Carmel, whose-love for Lee Bron- 
son has been the setting of 4 delicate, 
almost mystic romance, The episode 
concludés with the marriage of Monica 
at the dying man’s request, to Glyndon 
Wayne, an old business partner. 

Years afterward McLane turns the in- 
cident of- Dona Carmel into a_ story 
which he calls ‘““‘The Woman of the Tw.

H attained by Harold McGrath in 
his latest novel, “‘Parrot & Co. 
There isn't. a problem nor a psycho 
logical complication in it; it’s just a 
ripping story in which the author ha. 
allowed his imagination to run riot. 
the result o¢ which he has recorded ir, 
swiftly-moving narrative and sparkling 
dialogue. Not many persons care to 
read much these hot days, but “Parrot 
& Co.”’ is just the kind of book we want 
when the reading spirit comes over us. 
It is a veritable summer refreshment. 

“Parrot & Co.”’ is composed of three 
creatures—Paul Warrington, American 
fugitive, Hoogly, his faithful Eurasian 
servant, and Rajah, his spiterur and 
fiery Rajputana parakeet. The proverb- 
ial silence of the grave affords a riot 
of noise compared to Warrington and 
Hoogly, but Rajah, the parrot, talks 
enough for all of them, and the strange 
part this creature plays in the devei- 
opment of the story gets titular hdnors 
for him. 

Warrington, blond, bearded and un- 
couth, first comes within our ken on 
the Irawaddy River in Idaho. He has 
been dabbling in oil wells and he sud- 
denly finds himself rich through the 
sale of his lands to a syndicate. With 
the fortune thus obtained, he decides to 
come back to America, square up the 
matter that made him a fugitive ani 
settle down to a quiet, genteel life. So 
he boards the flotilla boat out of Bur- 
mah for Rangoon. There fate, in the 
form of Elsa Chetwood, American heir- 
ess, awaits him on the deck, and thus 
the romance begins. 

Mr. McGrath has flavored his story 
strongly with a delightful Orientalis7 
and, though werejoice at his and Miss 
Chetwood’s growing fondness for each 
other, we regret when the charming at- 
mosphere of mystic India is left be- 
hind. Still, the excitement by no means 
ends with the departure from India 
The journey home is full of incident. 
for instance, Warrington discovers that 
Elsa is on her way back to America 
to marry his twin brothers, for whose 
offense he had suffered exile. The trip 
is further enlivened by the reappear- 
ance out of Warrington’s past of a 
gambler, who gets two thrashings for 
‘‘butting in.’’ 

The finish is delectable, with the twin 
brothers as rivals for the hand of the 
girl, who plays the game with unsus- 
pected advantage because she knows 
all about beth of them and the reader 
is certain all the time which of them 
she will choose.

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THE BOOK OF JOB. 

EW interpretations are offered by 
hiomer B. Sprague, Ph. D., in an 
introductory essay to the Book of 

Job, and the poetic portion of the book, 
regarded as the finest literary creation 
of Semitic genius, is presented in versi- 
fied form, with due regard to the lan- 
guage of the authorized versioh, a 
closer adherence to the sense of the 
revised version and a more literal trans- 
lation of the *Hebrew original. 

Dr. Sprague endeavors to disclose a 
series of personifications of final causes 
and titanc forces, symbolisms of world 
movements, of stupendous physical 
changes, all converging on man to be 
perfected'‘as the end in view in the 
vast processes of our special universe. 
The disasters that overtake Job are 
treated as allegorical of unavoidable 
occurrences in the general movement of 
the physical creation. If it is taken as 
actuality rather than imagery, violence 
is done to ethics; the author argues, 
because of the bBlamelessness of Job. 
“If the proceeding is not parabolic,’’ he 
says, “it is diabolic.”’
